Farmer Fails to Win 
Claim For Damages | 


Action Against Calgary Pow-| 
er Company is Dismissed 


Mr. Justice Ford dismissed with 
costs the action of W. F. Imm, 
farmer, of Didsbury, brought against 
the Calgary Power Company Ltd. 
for personal damages in the sum of 
$20,000 sustained by reason of an 
electrical shock alleged by him to 
have been received by him in the 
basement of his farmhouse in the 
early hours of July 25th, 19380. 

It was alleged on behalf of Mr. 
Imm that the Calgary Power Comp- 
any had been negligent in leaving a 
transformer on the pole in the front 
of Mr, Imm’s property smoking on 
the night of July 24th. It was dis- 
closed in evidence that by reason of 
a broken bushing on the transformer 
a charge of electricity was allowed 
into Mr. lmm’s house over his wires, 
destroying the mechanism in_ his 


service-box and causing an are at 
his basement floor 

In his evidence, Mr. Imm _ stated 
that after having thrown water on 
the electric are inthe basement he 
stepped on the floor and received a 
violent shock which threw him to 
the other end of his basement, a 
matter -of twenty feet. Mr. Imm 


also stated that it had been admitted 


to him by an employee of the 
Calgary Power Company that the 
accident was due to the fault of the 


Company and that the transformer 
should never have been permitted
